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N THE YEAR 1518, Diego Velasquez 
de Leon, the Spanish Governor of 
Cuba, chose a young man by the name 
of Hernan Cortez to organize an expedi- 
tion and explore the unknown land to 
the west. Fantastic reports were being 
circulated about cities of dazzling beau- 
ty and great wealth existing far in the 
interior. 


Cortez began preparations with such 
energy that he threatened to eclipse 
the Governor’s popularity. When the 
government moved to stall the project, 
he ordered his eleven ships to sea. 
Three months were devoted to cruising 
the fringes of the island assembling 
five hundred soldiers, fourteen guns, 
sixteen horses and foodstuffs for the 
voyage. 

Mexico was enjoying a high order of 
civilization when the Spaniards §ar- 
rived. The events that transpired with 
the coming of Cortez, comprise one of 
the most exciting scenes in the entire 
drama of human history. 


The Aztecs, who were at that time 
in the ascendancy, had a tribal god 
named Mexitl. This explains why the 
conquerors came to call the land Mex- 
ico and its people Mexicans. The popu- 
lation was, of course, Indian. 


When Columbus cast anchor along 
the coasts of certain Caribbean islands 
a quarter of a century earlier, he 
thought the Orient had been reached. 
His voyage was made for the purpose 
of discovering a shorter route, by wa- 
ter, from Europe to India. For this 
reason, the term Indians was applied 
to the aboriginal peoples of the new 
world. 


Ethnologists disagree regarding the 
origin of the Indian. Some hold to the 





view that the eastern and western hem- 
ispheres were once bridged by the “lost 


continent of Atlantis.” Others think 
there were migrations of Asiatics by 
way of the Bering Strait, where less 
than sixty miles of water would have 
had to be crossed. 


Neither of these theories will stand 
critical analysis. A third seems far 
more reasonable 


The original earth was one continent 
surrounded by water. It became di- 
vided and broken into many pieces, 
through a cataclysm of nature, in 
the remote past. Land areas now known 
as hemispheres, including islands, were 
separated. Continents floated like pieces 
of a shattered raft.

*... by the word of God the heavens 
were of old, and the earth standing out 
of the water and in the water: Whereby 
the world that then was, being over- 
flowed with water, perished.” IL Peter 


3:5-6. 


We read in Genesis 10:25 that in 
the days of Peleg, “was the earth di- 
vided.” The word Peleg has two mean- 
ings, “earthquake” and a “channel of 
water” as used in irrigating a field. 
These definitions, when blended, sug- 
gest what happened to the earth. 


The original continent was irrigated 
by openings resulting from an earth- 
quake. 
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According to this theory, North and 
South America were once attached to 
Europe and Africa. Racial groups were 
separated when the land mass became 
divided. This could conceivably ac. 
count for the Egyptian characteristics 
of aboriginals in the western hemis- 
phere. There is a clear similarity be- 
tween the two groups. 


White men found pyramids in Mex- 
ico and Central America resembling 
those of Egypt. Living habits, hiero- 
glyphics, implements and temples sug- 
gest a common origin. Wigwams were 
built in the shape of pyramids. 


Dr. Erland Nordenskiold, of the Gote- 
borg Museum, finds traits among the 
Indians which causes him to reject the 
theory that they descended from Asiatic 
nomads, who may have fought their 
way across the angry waters of the 
Bering Strait. 


He also says: “Quite astonishing is 


the similarity which is found — as 
pointed out by Flinders Petrie and 
other writers — between the T-shaped 


axes of stone, copper, or bronze of 
South America, and the T-shaped axes 
of stone, copper, bronze, and iron of 
Egypt. As the T-shaped ax is not known 
from North America or from Northern 
Asia, the conception of making such 
tools cannot have reached America from 
that quarter.” 


Bishop Diego de Landa, who resided

in Yucatan near the latter part of 

the sixteenth century, quoted “old peo- 
” 4 “ce 

ple” as saying “that they heard from 

their ancestors that this land was oc- 

cupied by a race of people who came 

from the Fast.” 


He continued: “The theory that these 
people had some close connection with 
the Egyptians and other peoples of 
Asia and Africa has some substantiating 
evidence in the ruins still extant, the 
pyramids, the exact and complicated 
method for computing time, the hiero- 
glyphics, and the costumes (almost 
identical with those of the ancient 
Egyptains) seen in the mural paintings 
in the ruins of Chichen Itza.”

There are approximately 40 organ- 
ized groups in the United States agitat- 
ing for international government. 
Twenty-two State Legislatures have 
passed resolutions favoring the scheme.

(1) The Communist Party. Its object 
is a world police state controlled from 
Moscow.

It 
maintains powerful lobbies in Wash- 
ington and State Capitals over the Coun- 
try. 


(3) The Federal Union. Its leader 
is Clarence Streit, a Rhodes scholar and 
former New York Times reporter. It 
advocates immediate political union 
of “democratic nations” to which other 
countries would be admitted later. 


(4) The Citizens Committee for 
United Nations Reform. Its leader is 
Ely Culbertson, a man who has won 
fame as a bridge player. It proposes 
revision of the United Nations organiza- 
tion to abolish the veto, set up a Council 
as a world governing body and establish 
an international police force to enforce 
the edicts of those at the top. 


(5) The Atlantic Union Committee. 
Its leader is Owen J. Roberts, former 
Supreme Court Justice. It advocates 
a political union of the United States 
and the 11 western nations who signed 
the Atlantic Pact. The ultimate purpose 
is a “federal union” of all countries, 
operating within the framework of the 
United Nations.

If the United States should 
join, it never could withdraw, whatever 
its grievance. It would surrender con- 
trol of both domestic and foreign poli- 
cies. It would be denied a flag, or the 
right to express patriotic sentiments. 


World law would be “enforceable di- 
rectly upon individuals.” American 
citizens would be hailed before courts 
composed of international judges of 
diverse peoples and races, imbued with 
foreign prejudices and if found 
guilty, an American could be executed, 
imprisoned or fined. 


Mr. Fagan explains in his book “Cal- 
ifornia Repudiates Federalists!” how 
the Cinema Educational Guild was orig- 
inally organized and dedicated to the 
task of purging Hollywood’s film lots 
of Communism. 


“Then, out of the blue, came a new 
type of treason: World Federalism. It 
caught the entire Nation sound asleep.” 


Legislatures are seduced one by one, 
until by August 1949 a total of 22 had 
become infected. Only 10 more were 
needed to wreck the Republic.

California was the scene of a hard 
fight. The Federalists suggested a com- 
promise when they saw themselves 
weakening. The overture was promptly 
rejected. Finally, on the afternoon of 
March 30, 1950, Senator Tenny was 
able to send Mr. Fagan the following 
telegram. 


“After three and one half hours de- 
bate Senate today voted 21 to 17 to re- 
scind AJR 26 thus repudiating its action 
of 1949 to surrender the sovereignty of 
the United States to bankrupt socialist 
states of Europe. Your great assistance 
and the fine support of the members of 
the Cinema Educational Guild con- 
tributed in no small measure to this vic- 
tory. The scene now shifts to the as- 
sembly. Unless the assembly votes re- 
cession our victory in the Senate is an 
empty one. Congratulations and _re- 
gards. Senator Jack B. Tenney.” 


On April 3, 1950, the California 
State Assembly voted 42 against 33 to 
rescind its action of a year earlier. Mr. 
Fagan says: “Our victory was com- 
plete.”

imately $6,000 dollars for the average 
cancer patient to die. And you attempt 
to make a point of issue, regarding the 
comparatively small fees received by 
physicians for the injection of Dr. 
Koch’s glyoxylide. 


You make no mention of the fact 
that these amounts include regular com- 
plete physical check ups, which nor- 
mally cost twenty dollars or more, and 
thus brings the doctor’s fee down to 
little or nothifig. As for variance in 
the fees, that. Gf course, is self-explan- 
atory—although for you, maybe I should 
draw a picture! 


As for the range of fees you figured 
out, you had better compare notes with 
the dizzy Miss N. L. Browning who 
parrots for the A.M.A. in the Chicago 
Tribune. She has her own confused 
ideas about fees. 


While we are on the subject of fees, 
you might be interested to know that 
the fee for me was one hundred dol- 
lars (which included regular periodic 
check ups) and for that paltry sum I 
was cured—lI repeat, cured, of what 
only too often is one of the deadliest 
forms of cancer, Hodgkins disease.

In six weeks’ 
time, the “approved” opinions of those 
A.M.A. fellows were completely shat- 
tered.

With your journalistic ability you 
could have done wonders for suffering 
humanity, instead of sitting at your desk 
and typing articles to confuse and add 
to the sum total of human suffering. 


Lest you forget: Last March there 
were one thousand doctors administer- 
ing Dr. Koch’s therapy with remarkable 
success; today (March) your partner 
in smear, Miss N. L. Browning of the 
Chicago Tribune, says there are three 
thousand doctors on the list. These doc- 
tors would not risk their lucrative prac- 
tices, to administer Koch therapy, if 
it were quackery.

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** TESUS sat over against the treasury 

and beheld how the people cast 
money into the treasury . . . And there 
came a certain poor widow, and she 
threw in two mites.” (Mark 12:41, 42) 


We must get a clear view of the scene 
before we can understand this text and 
its significance. The locale is Herod’s 
magnificent Temple at Jerusalem. The 
time, is the day of Jesus. The place, 
Jerusalem, a city of which all were ex- 
ceedingly proud. 


The Temple was made up of a sys- 
tem of courts, and in the great expanse 
known as “the Court of the Gentiles” 
Jesus did much teaching. On the day 
of our text He had been in controversy 
with the Herodians over the tribute 
money, with the Saduccees over the 
resurrection and with the Pharisees 
over the great commandment of the 
law. 


It had been a heated and trying con- 
troversy, at the close of which Jesus 
warned His disciples: “Beware of the 
scribes, which love the chief seats in 
the synagogues, and the uppermost 
rooms at feasts: which devour widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence make long 
prayers.” 

And then weary of it all and the 
hopelessness of their spiritual blind- 
ness, Jesus tiredly ascends a flight of 
steps from what is known as “the ter- 
race” into the Temple building. Eder- 
sheim says that from these steps, which 
led up from the Gate Beautiful of the 
Temple, one could gain a full view of 
the Court of the Women, completely 
surrounded by beautiful colonnades, so 
large that the middle room could house 
fifteen thousand worshippers. 


Here provision was made for the of- 
fering of gifts to religious and chari- 
table matters. Here among the colon- 
nades were the great chests used to 
receive the tithes and offerings of the 
people. 


Here both rich and poor came, es- 
pecially on public days, and dropped 
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their offerings into the chests. Many 
of the givers were exceedingly rich: 
Merchants from Alexandria, Cairo and 
other Egyptian cities; Jews from Greece 
and Rome, who while far removed from 
Jerusalem nevertheless were faithful 
periodically in returning to worship 
and make their offerings in the Temple. 
The rich of Asia, of Babylon, of Ephe- 
sus and a score of other great cities in 
the ancient world, brought their bars of 
bullion, monies of many kind, and 
put it in the treasury. 


There were ordinary men and prince- 
ly men; small merchants who had set 
aside their tithe, and those attended by 
a cortege of servants who with great 
ostentation filled the treasury chests 
and ofttimes necessitated the bringing 
in of new ones. 


Sometimes there was a great deal of 
self-righteousness manifested and much 
display. The text says, “Many that 
were rich cast in much.” 


Tradition tells us that the more pom- 
pous among them, the more opulent, 
made a great ado about their giving 
for the sake of vain show. They waited 
until the crowds had gathered and then 
hired trumpeters to lead the parade of 
a retinue of servants with the rich man 
coming up in the rear. A fanfare of 
trumpets was heard, so that all might 
turn and see the tremendous amount of 
gold being dumped into the treasury 
chest. 


It was because of this that the Lord 
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Jesus said: “Take heed that ye do not 
your alms before men, to be seen of 
them: but do them in secret; and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, shall re- 
ward thee openly.” He said, of these 
men, that they had their reward. 


So Jesus sits wearily on the steps and 
watches this parade with its ostenta- 
tion, and it seems to accentuate the ag- 
gravation which irks His soul as the 
result of His controversy with the self- 
righteous Pharisees and Scribes. 


Sitting there, He gazes inadvertently 
in the direction of a solitary figure. It 
was, as Mark says, “a poor widow.” 
Here was an humble, unselfish soul 
waiting for an opportunity to make an 
offering to God and God alone. 


Possibly the woman waits until there 
is a lull in the ceremonies, with the 
eyes of the multitude directed to some 
other activity, and then almost shame- 
facedly, she creeps along the wall in 
the shadow of the colonnades, garbed 
perhaps as a desolate mourner. Think- 
ing herself unobserved, she runs a little 
w to the treasure chest, casts in her

! uovah and hurries nervously out 
oi tne Temple. 


She probably thought that no one 
had seen her. But she had been ob- 
served closely. The tender, compas- 
sionate eyes of the Son of God had 
viewed the scene as she stole along the 
wall and made her insignificant offer- 
ing: her two mites (in our money about 
one-tenth of a penny). 


Jesus, whose heart had been sad over 
the parade of big givers, was so stirred 
at this generosity that He called His 
disciples together and said: “This poor 
widow hath given more than the rest, 
for she has given all of her living.” 


Strange to say, this is about the only 
recorded commendation from _ Jesus 
concerning the matter of giving to the 
Kingdom of God. He challenged people 
concerning their giving and said to the 
rich young ruler: “Go and sell that 
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thou hast, and give to the poor, and 
thou shalt have treasure in heaven.” 
He used money many times as a sym- 
bol . . . but here is a concrete case of 
commendation, a picture in miniature 
—but as clean cut as a cameo, of the 
way Jesus looks at our giving to God. 
The incident is rich with lessons for 
our understanding. 


CHRIST OBSERVES 
OUR GIFTS 


Jesus, we are told, sat over against 
the treasury and He is always there. 
It is obvious from this story that He 
considers giving a very important part 
of the service. There must have been 
some beautiful music in Temple ser- 
vices, but Jesus has left no word con- 
cerning His attitude toward it. Rabbis 
now and then gave sermons, but we 
have no record of them. We do have, 
however, an important word about the 
offerings. 


Dr. W. B. Riley once told how Dr. 
John A. Broadus, when his ushers were 
about to take the offering, left the pul- 
pit and walked down to where an usher 
was starting down the aisle. Dr. 
Broadus went along with him and 
looked at every penny, nickle, dime, 
quarter, dollar that went into the bas- 
ket. You may well imagine that some 
of the people were angry. Some were 
confused. Others were shame-faced. 


When the collection was over, the 
noted Pastor went back to the pulpit to 
speak from his morning’s text, and this 
is what he said: “My people, if you 
take it to heart that I have seen your 
offerings this day and know just what 
sacrifices you have made and_ what 
sacrifices you have not made, remem- 
ber that the Son of God, your Saviour, 
goes about the aisles with every usher 
and sees with His sleepless eye every 
cent put into the contribution by His 
people.” 


Even today Jesus sits over against the 
treasury of every church that bears His 
name and endeavors to do His work. 


There are supposedly conscientious 
people who would say: “Well, I don’t 
think it was fair for that woman to give 
all that she had. God doesn’t need mon- 
ey as badly as that.” 


I wonder why Jesus didn’t rush up 
and stop her, considering that the 
treasure chests were being filled with 
the largess of the rich! Of course, God 
did not exactly need her money. For 
that matter, He doesn’t need yours and 
mine. , 


Why then did not Jesus stop her? 
Because He knew the lesson that you and 
I learn today—that while God does not 
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need our money, we need the blessing 
that comes from sacrificial giving. It 
is basic to all Christian service. 


Jesus said: “Seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and His righteousness; 
and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” There are two great laws 
operating here. One is the law of 
trusting God implicitly, and the other 
is the law of love—love that always 
wants to give. 


Another asks: “Why did not Jesus 
at least go up and let that poor woman 
know that she had done a great thing?” 


No, that would not have been the 
noblest attitude. Humanly speaking, the 
Master could have done this, but it 
would have detracted from the holy 
sacrifice of the woman. He did not say 
a word to her. He might have shouted, 
“Great is your reward in heaven for 
this thing.” 


But giving is not primarily to gain 
a reward in heaven. Giving is an ex- 
pression of consecration and surrender, 
through which God can bless us here, 
and this is the dynamic truth of the 
whole matter. 


This widow needed no encourage- 
ment. She walked by faith and not by 
sight. The great joy of her heart was 
that, supposedly, she was not seen of 
others. Her behavior forever rebukes 
those who want a trumpet blown, or a 
bell rung for every dollar they give to- 
ward religious or charitable purposes. 
Jesus said of them, “They have their 
reward.” 


OUR CONTRIBUTIONS REVEAL 
OUR CHARACTER 


The use of money is often the acid 
test of our character. Money is not an 
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objective thing. It is something vastly 
more than dollars and cents, bills and 
silver. 

Our money is life crystallized, ser- 
vice transmitted into currency, talents 
and efforts made negotiable. Money 
used is life extended. Money is power, 
for good or evil. The New Testament 
speaks about the use of money as a 
Christian grace, involving a definite 
responsibility. 

The use of money by the American 
people is a sad index to our character. 
We spend billions for liquor, billions 
for entertainment, billions for pleasure, 
billions for luxuries; but statisticians 
say that we are giving less and less to 
the church and righteous causes. Amer- 
ica spends more for chewing gum than 
she does for God. 


If the church could have one-tenth 
of the amount spent for cigarettes in 
America, she could put missionaries in 
every nook and corner of this lost 
world, and tell the glad story of God’s 
love and mercy. Our churches do not 
spend as much on all of its labors for 
the Kingdom, as the liquor interests 
spend for advertising. 


The use of our money is a revelation 
of whether we put God first or last. 
The man who tithes ... who receives 
his salary and takes out one-tenth for 
the Kingdom of God, acknowledges 
God. As the Bible says: “Honor the 
Lord with thy substance, and with the 
firstfruits of all thine increase.” 


Millions of people give something to 
the Kingdom of God only when they 
have anything left after indulging them- 
selves and serving the flesh. Unless 
God is given first place, there will 
be nothing left for Him. 


Captain Levy of Philadelphia was 
asked how he could give so generously 
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and still have so much left. “Oh,” said 
he, “as I shovel out, He shovels in; 
and the Lord has a bigger shovel than 
I have.” 


Money is such a practical thing, that 
it reveals our willingness or unwilling- 
ness to trust God. Jesus said: “Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness: for 
a man’s life consisteth not in the abun- 
dance of things which he possesseth.” 
If that woman gave all of her living, 
she certainly must have trusted in God 
implicitly. Do you think for a moment 
that God let her down? 


The use of our money reveals the 
degree of our yieldedness to Christ. 
What is the true basis of giving? Love 
is the motivating force. If you have a 
family, you have noticed, I am sure, 
that your love for it is constantly call- 
ing upon your generosity. 


PROPORTIONAL GIVING 


Christ's method is to have the rich 
and the poor give together. In_ this 
case, the wealthiest and the poorest 
gave into the treasure chest of the 
Temple. Henry Ward Beecher said of 
the widow’s gift: “So small was it, 
that you might have listened, and you 
could not hear it clink.” 


The offerings of the poor are always 
the financial stability of the Kingdom. 
God uses small things in quantity. The 
snow comes down to earth in single, 
insignificant flakes, but they create 
the mighty avalanche. 


It is not so much what one gives, 
but what one has left, that evaluates 
the giving. 

I never cease to marvel at those who 
give out of their poverty for the work 
of the Lord. There is a sense in which, 
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while the Cause of Christ greatly needs 
the big gifts, we could do without them 
easier than the small gifts which have 
the prayerful backing and _ sacrificial 
spirit of humble people. 


Heaven computes values differently 
from earth. Some men really sacrifice 
when they give ten dollars to the King- 
dom; others could give a million dol- 
lars without one bit of sacrifice. God’s 
primary concern is with the heart at- 
titude that motivates the giving .. . rath- 
er than the amount. 


The law of Christian giving is first 
to set aside a tithe, or a tenth of our 
income, then invest it as we feel we 
should for the extension of the King- 
dom. “To whom much is given, much 
is required.” 


We were never intended to be a 
repository of God’s blessings; we are 
intended to be a channel through which 
blessings flow to others. 





MOTHERS 
Who Made History 





HE MOTHER of George Washing- 

ton taught her son the Biblical 
ideals of political and social morality 
which Washington kept before the Na- 
tion throughout his life. Family prayers 
were held twice a day with regular 
readings from the Scripture.

A Change in Sight ... 


Now, at long last there is a chance 
that the American people, the millions, 
may turn against the internationalist- 
socialist crowd and sweep them out of 
office. This is the time when every 
moment we have to talk with neighbors 
and fellow workers, every dollar we 
can spare or sacrifice, should be thrown 
into the effort to educate with the 
greatest prospect of results. 


The “ins” are frightened and the 
power-profiteers are nasty. Revolt 
against Truman in his own Party is 
smoldering hot. Could break into flame 
in a wholesale desertion of Truman- 
Acheson leadership among Democrat 
Congressmen coming before the people 
in spring primaries and fall elections. 
In private conversations many admit 
to fears that Administration connections 
may prove a liability. 


Pressure groups, pro-socialist and 
pro-internationalist writers and radio 
men, and patronage benefiters, are do- 
ing their utmost to smother facts, mis- 
represent situations, pull down men 
who expose rottenness, and induce the 
public to say: “So what—it’s too much 
for us!” 


Congressmen who show me stacks of 
mail that bowl them over, letters and 
postcards not, this time inspired by 
the pressure agents — “labor” intim- 
idators, “liberal” and “international- 
ist” organizations, and “tolerance” 
racketeers, but letter and postcards from 
Jo and Mary Doakes reading: “Why 
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don’t you throw the red rats out of 
the government?” Or, “What is Tru- 
man trying to hide, anyhow?” 


Congressmen’s mail indicates over- 
whelmingly that despite wails of 
“You're helping Stalin,” and “Don’t 
blacken innocent men,” the interna- 
tionalist-socialists are losing . . . losing. 
The public is not sympathetic to them. 


The Acme of Hypocrisy ... 


Harry Truman stood before 500 
newspaper editors and publishers at 
the Statler Hotel here and announced 
a “Total mobilization for truth.” 


At that moment, on Capitol Hill, his 
appointees were trying to prevent ex- 
posure of treachery in conduct of for- 
eign affairs. And they were smothering 
a congressional investigation of crime 
lest it reach into Kansas City. 


“If you inform the people well and 
completely,” said Harry Sanctimonius, 
“they will make up their own minds 
and serve the right.” List this Truman 
travesty on truth along with Pontius 
Pilate’s classic: “What is truth” as 
the Roman Governor was turning Jesus 
over to howling fanatics. 


The edifice of falsehoods, betrayals, 
stupidities and wastes, constituting our 
internationalist foreign policy, is crumb- 
ling. Its facade has fallen, thanks to 
fighting ex-Marine Senator Joe Mc- 
Carthy. That false facade was: That 
the contortions of the striped-panted, 
lavender underweared group who have 
posed as our “statesmen” since FDR 
took us into war, is the will and policy 
of Us American People. 


The Stalin-Molotov power gang now 
openly challenges the Truman-Acheson 
office grasping power. The Moscow 
group’s single-mindedness, discipline, 
and frank brutality give it an immense 
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advantage over the Washington group, 
whose only tools, short of war, are 
hypocrisy, political persecution, misuse 
of tax power and defamation. 


Vishinsky’s technique is to make new 
charges and demands and create new 
embarrassments faster than we can put 
Moscow in the wrong. Moscow has 
hamstrung the United Nations (with 
provisions drafted by Hiss, Finletter 
and other young men and accepted by 
Stettinius, Stassen, Connally and Van- 
denberg at the United Nations found- 
ing convention in San Francisco). 


Moscow’s technique is still to make 
nastiness, but not to make war. Stir 
up the Chinese, the Italians, the Huk- 
balahaps (threatening Manila) or 
French and British dockworkers to do 
the violence. 


Acheson’s technique is a “campaign 
of truth” (!) — an appeal to world 
opinion. Nothing could be more asi- 
nine, more ineffectual. It is no longer 
possible either to pursuade any Euro- 
peans, Asiatics or American Latins to 
believe in the pure-heartedness and un- 
selfishness of the Roosevelt-Morgen- 
thau-Truman-Frankfurter-Acheson con- 
duct of United States foreign affairs. 
Until honesty is restored here at Wash- 
ington, it is worse than waste to in- 
crease the “Voice of America” appro- 
priations. Nobody believes us. 


Senator McCarthy Earns Our Praise

Senator McCarthy has accomplished 
two things which, if you now do your 
part, may save this Nation: 


1. Thanks to this fighting young 
ex-Marine Senator’s single handed 
courage and tenacity, the headline read- 
ing American voter has had revealed 
to him the entire treacherous, contra- 
dictory mess of United States involve- 
ment all over the world, which our 
“total diplomats” miscall “foreign pol- 
icy” and our deluded idealists miscall 
“world federation internationalism.” 


2. The groups which are destroying 
the United States and our superior, free 
economy have been brought together 
at last, under true colors by their fran- 
tic and unsportsmanlike efforts to hide 
evidence, distort facts, and protect the 
mess-makers from investigations. 


These groups are: Our “Liberals,” 
falsely self-styled. Our Socialist-im- 
pregnated Administration and bureau- 
cracy. The undemocratic machine con- 
trolling the Democratic Party. The Re- 
publican bi-partisan (I almost wrote 
bi-sexual, thinking of the Senator’s ex- 
posure of homosexuals in Government 
service) Senators and Representatives 
and their backers. 


All these, thanks to one man’s reck- 
less courage, are now tied together. 
Some are showing signs of honest dis- 
illusionment (as Senator Cabot Lodge, 
Jr.). Others, who went along for the 
glory (as Senator Tom Connally), or 
the political advantage (as Senator 
Millard Tydings) are showing irrita- 
tion at the damage that such connec- 
tions are doing to their vote-getting 
prospects at home. 


Senator Tydings stands a good 
chance, I’m told after a trip through 
Maryland, of losing out. Old friends 
of his say he did not want the assign- 
ment to preside over a “Cover up Com- 
mittee.” 





Here are the circumstances: Fearing 
he might not win the Senatorship again, 
Tydings coveted appointment as Am- 
bassador to Britain. He calculated that 
Truman would consider him for am- 
bassadorship to eliminate a possible 
rival at the Democratic Party nomin- 
ating convention in 1952. 


Tydings could count on his wife 
and father-in-law, multi-millionaire Jo 
(Mission to Moscow) Davies. The job 
requires independent wealth; also 
weighty contributions to Democratic 
election funds. So Tydings took the 
job to see that whatever McCarthy 
might bring out would be diverted or 
smothered if it threatened to hurt the 
Administration. 


Because of Tydings’ father-in-law 
Davies, he had to make it appear that 
Seth Richardson and the President’s 
Loyalty Board are “doing the job!” 
Although the board passed men like 
young George Wheeler, who has now 
given his services to the Czechoslovak- 
ian Red Government. Richardson, a sort 
of Republican-Democrat who likes ev- 
erybody and is liked by everybody, 
continues his active practice as a full 
partner in Jo Davies law firm here, 
while also heading the Loyalty Board 
at a $12,000 salary and expenses. 


Our socialist, marxist-protecting “Lib- 
erals” feel badly gashed. The young 
Senator turned their own trick against 
them — the trick of inciting them to 
take one emphatic position after an- 
other, from which they have had to 
back down, while he keeps one jump 
ahead of them in the headlines. 


Browder, Lattimore and Acheson 


Many able men in Senate and House 
have long known the scandals McCarthy 
is bringing out, and exploded to me 
privately about them. They feared the 
smear-vindictivenss of “Liberals,” par- 
ticularly of a certain Communist-pro- 
tecting racial machine. But the courage 
of one man, willing to risk everything, 
has often averted the doom of a nation. 
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Acheson, before the Newspaper Ed- 
itors and Publishers, used the “intel- 
lectual” parable of setting off all the 
fire alarms and wheeling out all the 
apparatus “in the hope of finding a 
fire.” Acheson’s, parable turns back on 
himself. When the fire alarm sounded, 
instead of wheeling out the fire en- 
gines, Truman and Tydings locked the 
fire houses. 


“Liberal” answers to the Budenz 
testimony showed shock and weakness. 
First was testimony of a retired Intel- 
ligence officer, dug up for the purpose, 
named Elliott Thorpe, who claimed to 
have been a big shot with MacArthur 
and to have found no Communist con- 
nections on Lattimore. How could he, 
since those things are kept in the Pollit- 
buro? 


What a poor Communist agent Lat- 
timore would be to carry any give- 
away evidence to a war area! In that 
case, his own Communist Party disci- 
plinarians could have taken care of 
him. Thorpe had cleared Lattimore for 
military secrets (a possible insight into 
why Stalin got them all). Second was 
an interview with Earl Browder deny- 
ing that he had used Lattimore, and 
statement from Frederick Vanderbilt 
Field that “Budenz is a liar.” 


Only stupidity arising from fear 
could cause use of such a defense. 
Browder is still under Communist Party 
discipline. If I wanted to win a case 
before any American jury I would ask 
Browder to testify for the other side. 


Field was editor of the New Masses 
and several other Communist Party or- 
gans; landlord to the Communist Par- 
ty headquarters in New York. This 
angel of Communism from the Vander- 
bilts, received a commission only a few 
days ago, to collect the assets of the 
Bank of China in this Country for the 
Chinese Communist Government. 
Angel-ing begins to pay off. Commu- 
nism develops its own international 
bankers. 


My Experience With Lattimore... 


As a young editor of the North China 
Star in Tientsin in the twenties, I pub- 
lished some of the efforts of young 
Owen Lattimore, then about twenty 
years old. As Lattimore drifted into 
channels of thinking helpful to Mos- 
cow gangsterism, I disapproved, but I 
did not try to shut him up. 


I offered him a chance to speak his 
views over an NBC network when 
he was enroute to China as political 
adviser from FDR to Chiang Kai-Shek, 
in July 1941, as the “United Front” 
was being promoted by Communists to 
replace their earlier opposition to our 
aid to Britain and France. (For Hitler 
and Stalin had just broken.) 




















Lattimore rewarded me by having 
me shut off the State Department’s short 
wave station to China, which I had 
been serving without pay. Later he 
“persuaded” the National Broadcasting 
Company to take from me, and give to 
him, the direction of the interpretive 
program on Asia which I had created, 
called “The Pacific Story.” Lattimore 
turned it into propaganda for the Asi- 
atic Communists. Although in the pay 
of the federal government, he drew pay 
also from the National Broadcasting 
Company—a violation of law. 


The lesson is that Leftists give no 
consideration, either courtesy or civil 
right, to you and me, American. No 
one wails so loudly as radicals when 
trimmed to size. 


Native Socialists More Dangerous 
Than Communists at the Moment... 


Senator McCarthy told the National 
Convention of Newspaper Publishers 
and Editors that alerting the Nation 
against “Liberals” is more important, 
though less sensational, than revealing 
spies. He quoted a member of Jan 
Masaryk’s Cabinet who escaped from 
Czechoslovakia: 


“In my country (Czechoslovakia) the 
pattern was identical to what it is 
here. If anyone dared to expose those 
Communists who were preparing and 
shaping the policies of my government 
to betray my people, he was promptly 
attacked and destroyed by a combina- 
tion of Communists, fellow-travelers, 
and those unthinking persons who in 
their own minds were serving the cause 
of liberalism, but who were actually 
serving the cause of the most reaction- 
ary credo of all times, Communism. . . 
You need not worry too much about the 
top Communists. They do not own the 
newspapers, radio, national magazines 
. . . The greatest threat is that echelon 
who think that they are no more serving 
Communism than you or I, but who 
are blindly and unthinkingly for any- 
thing labeled ‘Liberal,’ no matter how 
false that label may be and who are 
doing the work of the Communist Party 
without knowing whom they serve.” 


Our Socialist intellectuals are ac- 
tually more dangerous to America 
than the disciplined Communists. 
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Republican Leaders Should Now 
Exercise Common Sense ... 


We are now at the turning point. 
But if Republican Senators, beginning 
with Styles Bridges, are captured 
again by flattery and hypocritical use 
of the slogan “A United Front to the 
World,” this Nation will descend into 
bankruptcy, meaningless military ad- 
ventures, collapse of private enterprise, 
police statism and physical destruction. 


If Republican leaders now become 
part of a goose step march to destruc- 
tion, caused by the men and policies 
McCarthy is unearthing; if Republican 
leaders thus betray the young Senator 
who took the risks they shrank from 
taking, then we shall go through the 
“wash out,” and the only advice I can 
intuitively and honestly give is to wait 
and hope for a change toward the bet- 
ter, come election day November next. 


Bridges shows signs of holding out. 
Taft, of becoming openly nationalist. 
Wherry and Jenner and several others 
are for a complete change of foreign 
policy, to save our own Country first.

A contemporary publication gives 
the following account of a recent dem- 
onstration in a large gun factory .. . 
A great bar of steel, weighing five 
hundred pounds and eight feet in 
length, was suspended vertically by a 
very delicate chain. Near by a common 
bottle-cork was suspended by a silk 
thread.

R. PRESIDENT, of far-reaching 

significance is the fact that the 
secret diplomacy of the conferences at 
Yalta and Tehran completely destroyed 
the old balance of power between the 
nations in Europe and in Asia, leaving 
a gaping power-vacuum in the Orient 
which Communism has speedily filled. 


The most tragic effect of the Tehran 
and Yalta conferences was the fact 
that they transformed what had started 
out as a war of limited objectives on 
our part into a world Communist revo- 
lution. Through our weaknesses and 
blunders we succeeded in playing into 
the hands of the master minds of this 
world conspiracy to such a degree that 
we have succeeded in destroying the 
only two nations in the capitalist world 
that were capable of withstanding 
Communist expansion in Europe and 
in Asia. 


As a result of the conquest of China 
by the Communists and the recently 
signed treaty of alliance, which, in 
reality, makes China as much a vassal 
of Moscow as any other country behind 
the iron curtain, the Soviet Empire 
has become the largest empire in both 
area and population in the history of 
the world. It is larger than any em- 
pire of ancient or medieval history— 
larger than the empire of Alexander 
the Great, larger than the Roman Em- 
pire, larger than the empire of Gen- 
ghis Khan. 


It is larger by some 200,000 square 
miles than the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, which is only a loose ag- 
gregation of nations, the largest com- 
ponent of which—India—may itself 
fall to the Soviets. 





In population the Soviet Empire’s 
800,000,000 souls is nearly 50 percent 
larger than the British Commonwealth 
of Nations with 550,000,000 souls. 
Indeed, today, Soviet Russia controls 
fully one-quarter of the land area of 
the earth and well over one-third of 
the world’s population. Compared to 
the United States and its possessions, 
the Soviet Empire today has nearly 
four times our area and over five times 
our population. 


Such, Mr. President, is the magnitude 
of the Frankenstein we have raised up 
against ourselves. The United States 
is not without blame for the creation 
of the Russian Empire. Our foreign 
policy has implemented the expansion- 
ist program of Soviet Russia. It ap- 
pears to me that it does not matter 
whether our policy has been inspired 
by people sympathetic to Communist 
aims or not—as has been charged— 
the result, so far as America is con- 
cerned, has been the same. 


I am reminded of General Patton’s 
comment just before his tragic death, 
when he reviewed the results of the 
American policy: 


“We fought the war of 1776 for 
independence. We fought the war of 
1864 to free the slaves. We fought the 
war of 1917 to make the world safe for 
democracy. We fought this war— 
World War II—to lose for humanity 
all that we had gained from the other 
three.” 


—From a speech by Senator East- 
land ... April 26, 1950. 


NEED not remind you that our 
page 1 international issue is Com- 
munist Russia. There are seven phases 
of this experience which I must recall 
before I come to a proposal of action. 





The first phase of experience with 
Russia began under the czars. Since 
Peter the great they steadily have ex- 
panded their reach of the empire over 
the largest land mass in the world. Their 
method was that of a burglar going 
down a hall. If there was no one in the 
first room, he took everything, includ- 
ing the doorknob. If he found some- 
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one who protested, he weighed the 
strength of the protestor and might 
leave part of the furniture. If he found 
an armed man in the third room, he 
closed the door and waited. 


Lenin and Stalin added a new ap- 
paratus for the robber. They now make 
the man in the second room a party 
member and rob him later, and by de- 
grees. They now put the armed man 
in the third room asleep with a non- 
aggression pact or a promise of peace. 
Thus he neglects his weapons. In any 
event they steal his secrets. 


The second phase of this experience 
with Russia was a period of 16 years 
during which four Presidents and 
seven Secretaries of State opposed our 
having any relation with this malig- 
nant government. 


The third historical phase arrived 
when our left wingers had their way 
in our relations with Communist Rus- 
sia. They produced the recognition of 
the Soviet in 1933. They produced 
the alliance with Russia in 1941. They 
produced the appeasement of Russia 
in western Europe until its reversal by 
President Truman and_ Secretary 
Byrnes in 1945. I will not join in the 
explanations about China. Up to now 
there is agreement on only one point. 
We lost the game—400,000,000 to 
nothing. 


The fourth phase of this experience 
was that Soviet Russia has in the last 
12 years violated more than 35 sol- 
emnly signed agreements. 


The fifth phase of this experience 
has been with the Communist in the 
United Nations. That Charter for which 
we hoped so much contains lengthy 
pledges to the independence of nations, 
to human liberty, and to nonaggression. 
About a dozen provisions of that 
Charter have been violated, either in 
spirit or in letter by Soviet Russia. 
The Kremlin has reduced the United 
Nations to a propaganda forum for 
the smearing of free peoples. It has 
been defeated as a preservative of 
peace and good will. 


The sixth phase of this experience 
is that we now find ourselves in an 
expensive and dangerous cold war. 








We conduct the battle with subsidies 
to beguile peoples to rectitude from in- 
ternal communism. 


In the meantime, we learn that our 
first defense—the atomic bomb—has 
been stolen from us. 


The final phase of our experience 
with Russia is the belated realization 
that this is not one world but two 
worlds. The one-world idea seems to 
be lost in the secret files. 


One world is militaristic, imperial- 
istic, atheistic, and without compassion. 
The other world still holds to believe 
in God, free nations, human dignity, 
and peace.

HE ATTACK on Senator McCarthy 


of Wisconsin so far seems to be fo- 
cused upon one point. He is being 
accused, not of saying too much, but 
of being ill-mannered, loud and exag- 
gerative. 





Maybe so. Joe McCarthy, I am sure, 
would not advertise himself as a deli- 
cate powder puff. He is both Irish and 
a marine and that involves a man in 
a pattern of life. 


Now let us see what his noise has so 
far accomplished: 


1. It forced Deputy Undersecretary 
Peurifoy to admit that the State De- 
partment had become a nest of homo- 
sexuals and that he had fired 91 of 
them — all subject, because of their 
vice, to blackmail. Mr. Peurifoy can 
probably in truth say that he did it 
before he heard Joe’s bellow, but he 
kept whatever he did strictly to him- 
self and nobody has yet assured us 
that these unfortunates have not got 
jobs elsewhere in the Government. 


2. He established, through the 
Washington, D.C., police force, that 
this is only a segment of the colony 
of perverts in Government. 


3. He reopened interest in the 
Amerasia case, which is the key to 
espionage in the State, Treasury, Army, 


Navy Departments and the OSS. 


4. He established the fact beyond 
doubt, that the administration protects 
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fellow 


Communists, 


pro-Communists, 
travelers and stooges by objecting to 
a full, impartial, bipartisan investiga- 
tion into the perils of espionage at a 
time when espionage has been proved 
in the Alger Hiss and the Fuchs cases. 


5. He exposed Senator Tydings as 
capable of misquoting J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, and of giving a false impression 
that the FBI clears persons as though 
It were a court and not a police de- 
partment. 


6. He blew the top off the State 
Department far eastern policy. In this 
regard: , 


a. He forced Owen Lattimore to 
give publicity to his own recommenda- 
tions which many Americans, includ- 
ing myself, will regard as harmful to 
the United States. 


b. He frightened Dean Acheson into 
a publicity campaign to separate him- 
self from Lattimore. 


c. He reopened interest in the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 


_d. He reopened interest in the Pa- 
cific story, a series of 181 NBC broad- 
casts to our troops during and after 
the war. 


e. He ended the trickery of the 
Bangkok Conference by which the State 
Department sought a way to recognize 
Soviet China by indirection.

into the State Department. 


To the rank and file of the Repub- 
lican Party, Cooper is wholly unknown 
and when they check his voting record 
during his one term in the Senate, it 
does not look Republican. As for John 
Foster Dulles, this act surely ends his 
political career as a Republican.

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ies and buildings of stone which caused 
European architects and sculptors to 
express amazement. 


There were courts of justice, admin- 
istrators, a structure of scientific knowl- 
edge, an understanding of mathematics, 
a calendar, arts, industries, moral codes 
and religious systems suggesting deter- 
ioration from past standards of super- 
natural revelation. 


The pre-conquest centuries of Mex- 
ico witnessed the development of four 
known racial groups — Archaic Peo- 
ples, the Mayas, the Toltecs and the 
Aztecs. 


(1) The Archaic Peoples probably 
stemmed from the same racial roots 
that produced the first Egyptians. They 
consisted of nomadic tribes who roam- 
ed the mountains and plains of a vast 
wilderness. Their greatest legacy was 
transmission of knowledge regarding a 
strange personage, whose memory is 
revered in stone and tradition to this 
day ... the mysterious Quetzalcoatl 
(pronounced Ketz-al-quatl). 


A revolutionary discovery was made 
during this remote period. They learn- 
ed how to tame a plant called teosinte, 
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or wild corn. This caused tribes to 
settle, raise grain and establish cities. 


The great hero of Mexico and Cen- 
tral America, whether man or god, was 
called Kukulcan by the Mayas ... and 
Quetzalcoatl by the Toltecs and Aztecs. 
All efforts to establish his nationality 
have failed. 


(2) The Maya civilization endured 
much longer than either the Toltec 
or Aztec ascendancies. It left a pro- 
found influence upon subsequent Mex- 
ican culture. Its scientific advancement 
and architectural achievement is a 
source of wonderment to modern re- 
search. 


Giles Healey, a professional photo- 
grapher, accepted an assignment in 1946 
to visit the wilds of Yucatan and take 
pictures of the vanishing Lacandon 
Indians. The tribe is believed to com- 
prise the last descendants of the once 
glittering Maya civilization. 


Guides were persuaded to take him 
deep into their Country, to places never 
before visited by any explorer. He 
came upon a temple lost in jungle 
thickets, whose high-vaulted walls were 
covered with murals — the motif of 
which closely resembled the work of 
the ancient Egyptians. 


(3) The Toltecs created a compli- 
cated and advanced civilization utiliz- 
ing Archaic and Maya foundations. The 
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methods used in building their colos- 
sal pyramids at Teotihuacan (pronounc- 
ed Tay-o-tee-wah-cahn) near Mexico 
City, remain as much a mystery as the 
construction of the Great Pyramid of 
Egypt. Inscriptions on Toltec temples 
plainly show that these people wor- 
shipped Quetzalcoatl. He is always re- 
presented as a plumed serpent. 


Strange figures with serpent heads 
and feathered bodies have been ex- 
cavated by archaeologists. I took the 
picture which accompanies this article, 
at the Temple of Quetzalcoatl in Teo- 
tihuacan. 


(4) The Aztecs, a combination of 
warlike tribes, are believed to have 
fought their way to power early in 
the fourteenth century. The record is 
reliable, entirely removed from legend. 
They continued the worship of Quetz- 
alcoatl. 


Their capital city, Tenochtitlan, now 
the site of Mexico City, was built on 
islands and marsh land, pierced by 
canals. It was a Venice of the new 
world. Three causeways connected it 
with the mainland. Houses were perch- 
ed in the water and communication 
was by canoes. The swamps were even- 
tually reclaimed and most of the water- 
ways filled. 


Tenochtitlan was laid out for both 
beauty and military strength. To Con- 
quistadors, it was the “fairest city in 
the world,” not excepting sixteenth 
century Toledo and Seville. 


A great Pyramid fashioned after the 
Toltec structure at Teotihuacan, stood 
in the center, the top of which served 
as a military outlook, an astronomical 
observatory and a place of, worship. 
Priests were in charge. Whatever the 
ideals of Quetzalcoatl may have been 
in the distant past, the religion of the 
Aztecs had degenerated beyond recog- 
nition at the time of the conquest. 


They offered the bloodiest of human 
sacrifices to their war god, Huitzilo- 
pochtli. A booklet entitled “The Aztec 
Calendar,” published by the Mexican 
government, reconstructs these bloody 
carousals as follows: 


“The way these sacrifices were done 
was by laying the body of the strug- 
gling victim on a stone, just wide 
enough for his back to recline in the 
right position for the thrust of a sharp 
obsidian knife under the ribs to cause 
the heart to pop out by itself. The high 
priest would then grab the heart while 
still throbbing and warm, and anoint 
with its gore the body of the idol. 


“The priests were six in number, 
five who held the legs, arms and head 
of the victim, and the holiest one to 
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ter of a century that fol- 
lowed, Cortez extended his 
conquest throughout Mexico 
and Central America. He had 
trouble with his own admin- 
istrators and finally died in 
obscurity. 


* * * 


CCORDING to tradi- 
tion, Quetzalcoatl did 
not die. In like manner, 
nothing is known of his 
birth. He simply appeared 
and disappeared. Francisco 
Lopez de Gomara, who wrote 
extensively on the: conquest 
of Mexico, in the sixteenth 
century says: 


“The Mexicans believe 
that he did not die, but that 
he disappeared in the prov- 
ince of Coatzacoalos, close

cause they conceal his death, 
they believe him to be the 
god of the air, and worship 








extract the hear} They were horrid 
figures, dressed in black robes, their 
faces and hair saturated with the naus- 
eating mixture of blood, dirt and per- 
spiration. The warm bodies of the 
victims were rolled down the slopes 
of the Pyramid-Temple.” 


The palace of Moctezuma, emperor 
of the Aztec empire, was situated near 
the Pyramid. 
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NE COMMON tradition, originat- 

ing in archaic times, coming like 

a golden thread down through Maya, 

Toltec and Aztec civilizations gave di- 

rection to the religious thought of 

many centuries ... namely, the story 
of Quetzalcoatl. 


At the time of his departure, this 
mysterious being was supposed to have 
made a solemn promise that he would 
some day return. A ‘state of expectancy 
existed among the Aztecs at the time 
when the Spaniards arrived. Moctezuma 
became convinced that Cortez was the 
returning Quetzalcoatl, while the ships 
seen floating on the waters were temples 
from another world. 


The sixteen horses, and fourteen 
metal tubes that spat lightning and 
destruction, held the aboriginal popu- 
lation spellbound. Cortez reached the 
spot which he named Vera Cruz (true 
cross), on Good Friday of 1519. From 





that time he was in constant contact 
with the Aztecs. 


Moctezuma sent him the sacred tur- 
quoise of Quetzalcoatl and huge quan- 
tities of gold and silver from the main 
temple. Cortez responded by demand- 
ing a helmetful of gold dus, which 
was immediately supplied. 


On the march from Vera Cruz to 
the Aztec capital, the Spanish army 
paused at Cholula, the holy pilgrmage 
city of Quetzalcoatl. It had a huge 
Pyramid, which still stands, and ‘our 
hundred temples. Cortez promptly 
burned the city and destroyed the places 
of worship. He tried constantly to abel- 
ish human sacrifice. 


Reaching Tenochtitlan, Cortez was 
welcomed between rows of gorgeously 
garbed Aztec nobles. Moctezuma ap- 
peared in jeweled robes to meet the 
invader who rode on horseback. 


The Spaniards were made comfort- 
able in a palace dedicated for their 
use. Again acting with dispatch, Cortez 
and a group of his men attacked the 
emperor's quarters, kidnapped and 
made him a prisoner. Thereupon, they 
climbed to the top of the Pyramid, 
smashed the idols, erected an image 
of the Virgin Mary and held a Cath- 
olic service. 

This marked the beginning of a long 
series of struggles between the invad- 
ers and the Indians. During the quar- 
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him in all that country, but 
principally in Tlaxcallan and Cholula, 
and in the other cities which he founded, 
and accordingly they celebrate strange 
rites and sacrifices to him.” 


Dr. Eduard Seler, explained that 
“before Quetzalcoatl’s death or before 
his disappearance (he) was said to 
have foretold that he would return and 
resume his sway.” 


Motolina, who was sent by Spain 
to Mexico in 1523, four years after the 
conquest, says: 


“He originated by his preaching and 
practice the custom of fasting and 
self-punishment; and from that time 
many in that country began to do this 
penance. He never married, nor knew 
any woman, but lived restrainedly and 
chastely all his days ... This Quetzal- 
coatl is now held as a deity and called 
the god of the air; everywhere an in- 
inite number of temples have been 
nised to him, and everywhere his 
sttue or picture is found.” 


Clavigero, another writer of the con- 
que:t period, describes Quetzalcoatl as 
possssing “the most profound wis- 
dom, which he displayed in the laws 
which he left to mankind; and above 
all to have had the most rigid and 
exempliry manners.” 


Paul VM. Hanson quotes volume 8 
of the Kingsborough series as saying 
that Quetalcoatl was “believed by the 
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Mexicans to have had a prior existence 
to the creation of the world.” Dr. 
Seller says that he “united in his own 
person the character of a king, a 
priest, and a prophet.” Many writers 
speak of his promised return. 








Dr. Daniel Briton, professor of ar- 
ehaeology of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, says: “Whenever the person- 
al appearance of this hero-god is de- 
scribed, it is, strangely enough, re- 
presented to be that of one of the 
white race, a man of fair complexion, 
with long, flowing beard.” 


Quetzal is the name of a bird of rare 
beauty, found in thick mountain for- 
ests, amid ferns, moss, orchids and 
tropical undergrowth. Coatl means 
snake. 


Mr. Hanson explains that the Pha- 
raohs of ancient Egypt wore serpent 
symbols “above the forehead” and this 
was “in some mysterious sense a token 
of divine authority, a sign of sover- 
eignty. So also in Mexico, it appears 
to have been associated with divinity, 
dominion and power. The plumed ser- 
pent is the emblematic name of Quetz- 
alcoatl.” 

The symbol represents a corrupted 
concept, encrusted by superstition, of 


one whom a race of people came 
to revere as the incarnation of deity.

The view that Christ visited the West- 
ern Hemisphere during the days of 
His flesh and filled the role of Quetz- 
alcoatl, must be rejected on the 
grounds: 


(a) that the archaic period in which 
Mexico’s man of mystery lived, surely 
reached further back than two thous- 
and years, (b) that nothing is said in 
either the prophets or the four Gos- 
pels about such a mission on the part 
of Christ, and (c) that Quetzalcoatl 
is credited with performing no mir- 
acles — the credentials which our Lord 
displayed as attesting His deity. 


The man of Mexico does, however, 
bear resemblance to Melchizedek whose 
character is delineated in Genesis 14:- 
17-20, Psalm 110:4, Hebrews 5:6, 6:20 
and 7:1-11. 


All efforts to explain away the 
supernatural, in connection with the 
appearance of Melchizedek, has _re- 
sulted in failure. The record distinctly 
says that he was, “Without father, with- 
out mother, without descent, having 
neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life.’ He was a king-priest who gave 
“bread and wine” to Abraham and 
accepted tithes. These points of iden- 
tification fit Quetzalcoatl. 


The Stuaent’s Commentary calls Mel- 
chizedek a “mysterious figure” and 
says, “In blessing Abraham he brought 
forth bread and wine. These signified 
the fuliness of creation blessing in 
heaven and earth. Corn (bread) springs 
from the earth; the Grape hangs down 
from above.” Tradition credits Quetz- 





alcoatl with producing a revolution by 
teaching the people how to tame and 
cultivate wild corn, thereby causing 
nomad tribes to remain settled. 


Melchizedek was the king-priest of 
Salem at the time Abraham encount- 
ered him. He founded Salem, the city 
which eventually became Jerusalem. 


Juan de Torquemada, a Spanish writ- 
er of the conquest period, speaks of 
“priests who were called Quetzalcohua, 
which appellation signifies religious per- 
sons and priests of the order of Quetz- 
alcoatl.” Paul speaks of “the order of 
Melchizedek.” 


Theologians disagree regarding Mel- 
chizedek. Some think he was Shem ... 
others that he was a patriarchal king, 
an angelic being, or perhaps Christ 
in His pre-existent state. We think that 
the Scriptures present him as a dis- 
tinct personality, a being whose native 
orbit was out of this world. 


If this be true ... he may have vis- 
ited the Western Hemisphere on a spe- 
cial mission, according to instructions 
received from the Throne of God.

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OREIGN MISSION 


Missionary Summary 
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ftw missionary department of the 
Defenders organization now has 
more than twenty years constructive 
work to its credit. From humble be- 


ginnings, it has grown to large propor- 
tions. 
The Great Commission is being 


obeyed and pagan darkness penetrated 
with Gospel light. Church congregations 
are being organized and schools estab- 
lished. .Souls are accepting Christ as 
Saviour. 


Books have been written, lectures and 
sermons delivered, regarding the subject 
of placing responsibility upon the na- 
tives themselves. 


Instead of theorizing about indige- 
nous missions, the Defenders organiza- 
tion is establishing native congregations 
on fields reaching into several different 
parts of the world. We have put the 
plan into successful operation. Results 
achieved in the West Indies during the 
last two decades have proven that native 
leadership can be developed under 
proper circumstances. The methods 
have stood the test and produced prac- 
tical results. 


PUERTO RICO 


On my trip to the West Indies early 
this year, I visited places in the interior, 
where native Defender Churches have 
completely changed the moral, spiritual 
and economic life of whole sections. 
Because a revival is in progress in Puer- 
to Rico, new worship centers are being 
established faster than we can arrange 
for their financial support. 


My first trip to the island was in 1931. 
The invitation came from a native con- 
gregation, organized a short time earlier, 
in the town of Guayama. Dr. J. F. 
Rodriguez was in charge. He later be- 
came director of the Spanish missionary 
department of the Defenders organiza- 
tion. 


Through the untiring efforts of this 
good man and native co-workers . . . 
coupled with the prayers and financial 
support of Bible-believing Christians 





here in the States, more than 150 De- 
fender Churches, large and _ small 
dot the Island today. 


As the work grew, it became evident 
that a school was needed in which native 
students could be given top level mis- 
sionary and ministerial training. The 
story of the Defenders Theological 
Seminary is too lengthy for the scope of 
this article. A volume would be re- 
quired to explain its origin and achieve- 
ments. 


Seminary classes are conducted five 
days a week, nine months of the year. 
Evangelistic services are held seven 
nights a week, on the Seminary premises 
the year round. The 1949-50 school year 
is drawing to a close as this Defender 
goes to press. Another fine class of stu- 
dents will graduate in a few days. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Defender missionary work in the Do- 
minican Republic came into existence 
as an outgrowth of the large and fruitful 
ministry in nearby Puerto Rico. When 
the Dominican program was launched a 
few years ago, several Puerto Rican 
congregations expressed desire to help 
support the new field. 


Some of the struggling groups have 
been able to send only 25 to 50 cents a 
month . . . but it is a beautiful commen- 
tary on modern missions, that Churches 
organized in one area, possess a mis- 
sionary incentive for carrying the Gos- 
pel to another. 


Defender Churches have been estab- 
lished in Ciudad Trujillo (the old city 
of Santo Domingo), and four other 
Dominican communities. Rev. A. Smes- 
ter, a trained native leader, is chairman 
of Defender Missions in that Country. 
He is a well-equipped, Christian worker, 
consecrated to the task of soul winning 
and disciplined in mind and character. 


CUBA 


The average Christian in the United 
States has little understanding of the

startling contrasts which exist between 
life on the mainland, and living condi- 
tions just ninety minutes flying time 
off-shore. 


Directly south of the glittering resort 
cities of Florida, lies another wonder- 
land loved by tourists. We know it as 
Cuba, but Columbus was so impressed 
by its beauty that he called it the “Pearl 
of the Antilles.” Nature wears spectacu- 
lar robes in Cuba, but the natives often 
go in rags. 

They are poverty stricken, poorly 
educated and undernourished, as is so 
often the case in the countries originally 
settled by Spain. Living conditions in 
the interior of Cuba are crude, raw and 
barren of the scantiest comforts. Thou- 
sands of illegitimate children roam the 
Country, begging and stealing. Young 
people are jobless and subject to many 
vices. Parents are held by a fatalistic 
lethargy. They are born, they live and 
die as so many of their foreparents for 
generations back. 


Mr. Pain has developed a fruitful 
and far-reaching radio ministry known 
as the International Church of the Air. 
His programs, heard each morning, were 
started fifteen years ago. They have 
proved an effective means for reaching 
Cubans . . . many of whose prejudices 
would forbid their attendance at a 
preaching service. 


WEST AFRICA 


Liberia, a coastal state, is passing 
through a period of transition. Its roll- 
ing hills, covered with forests of rich 
timber, are being pierced by highways. 
Its fertile soil, an untouched storehouse 
of valuable minerals, is beginning to be 
exploited. 


Facilities, never before believed pos- 
sible, are now available for carrying the 
Gospel to jungle areas. 


Dr. H. H. Jones, Negro medical mis- 
sionary, who directs the work of the De- 
fenders organization in West Africa, says 
in a recent report: 


“A new day is dawning for missions 
in this part of the world. Here are new 
opportunities, and we must take ad- 
vantage of them. May God grant us 
wisdom and strength to do so. 


“A thousand thanks for my allowance 
check which came today. They never 
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fail to arrive on time, every month. I 
have given my all to this work. Forty- 
seven years have come and gone since 
I first came out here. 








“My age is against me to carry on 
much longer. I see the sunset of life ap- 
proaching and I can’t hold back the 
tears. There remains so much to be 
done. The outlook is so good for Africa 
that I hate to feel weary. This body has 
served me well and I don’t like to see it 
wear out. Ask all the friends to pray for 
us out here.” 


JEWISH MISSIONS 


Dr. Jacob Rosenthal, whose work the 
Defenders organization has helped sup- 
port for several years, is engaged in one 
of the most exacting types of missionary 
service known to the Church. He is a 
missionary to the Jews. 


Born in 1890 of strict orthodox par- 
ents in New York City, Dr. Rosenthal 
grew up and was educated in the beliefs 
and traditions of Judaism. He was 
trained and became a rabbi. After 
marrying a woman chosen by his par- 
ents, he was installed as rabbi of a syna- 
gogue in Manhattan. His rabbinical 
service covered a period of almost 20 
years. 


Then, through the testimony of a 
Christian nurse, he heard the story of 
salvation, accepted Christ and was mi- 
raculously converted. Later, when his 
wife saw him reading the New Testa- 
ment, she left and never returned. 
Knowing that his loved ones were lost, 
he began to preach Christ to them. They 
promptly had him arrested on a charge 
of disorderly conduct.

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NEW YORK SPANISH 
CHURCH 


Adverse economic conditions, over- 
population and unemployment cause 
several thousand Puerto Ricans to leave 
the Island every year in search of bet- 
ter opportunities. They have free en- 
try to the United States, but few travel 
beyond New York City. Only a small 
percentage bring with them any knowl- 


edge of the Bible. 


The densely populated sections of 
New York City, occupied by various 
nationalities, represent a foreign mis- 
sion field in the truest sense. 


In 1943, a nucleus of Defender con- 
verts from the Island banded together 
at the invitation of Rev. and Mrs. Jose 
Hernandez, who had arrived a_ short 
time earlier. For some time, the small 
group met in a tenement house. A suit- 
able building was later rented and 
converted into a place of worship. A 
Sunday School was organized (present 
weekly attendance averages around 
three hundred) and evangelistic ser- 
vices have since been held every night. 


This Church, and its faithful Pastor, 
have suffered at the hands of Com- 
munist mobs who have _ picketed 
the premises, smashed windows and 
mistreated worshippers. The congrega- 
tion, however, has refused to fight back. 
They exalt Christ and pray for their 
enemies.

The foregoing fields, together with 
other branches of Defender missionary 
work, constitute a challenge and an 
opportunity.

Benne is not a pleasant book to read. 
It involves men occupying high 
positions of public trust. The shame 
of Kansas City, one of the leading 
crime centers of the world, is laid bare. 


The Author was the former United 
States District Attorney of Missouri, 
who smashed the Pendergast machine 
and sent Tom Pendergast to prison. 
He tells the full, filthy inside story of 
this criminal organization . . . and 
shows what makes it click! 


Following the incarceration and 
death of “Boss Tom,” his nephew, 
James Pendergast, became the leader 
of the machine. Mr. Milligan says: 


“According to newspaper reports, 
James Pendergast is frequently a White 
House guest. He swims in the White 
House pool and accompanies the Presi- 
dent on flights aboard the Sacred Cow.” 


One gains an impression from read- 
ing this story that the Pendergast 
castle of crime would today lay in 
ruins except for Mr. Truman’s_ per- 
sonal membership in, and support of, 
the organization. 


“The Red Army was marching to- 
ward Berlin,” says Mr. Milligan. “Gen- 
eral MacArthur was back in the Philip- 
pines, pushing the Japs toward Manila. 
Washington was buzzing with excit- 
ment, but the then Vice-President of 
the United States shoved his papers 
aside, boarded an army bomber and 
flew to Kansas City to be present at 
Pendergast’s funeral.” 


Mr. Milligan quotes Mr. Truman as 
saying on this occasion that the boss 
“was my friend, and I was his.” 


In these pages, the reader finds 
more than a mere recital of crime and 
punishment. The crimes are reported 
—the Kansas City Union Station Mas-

sacre, the Insurance Steal, the Vote 
Frauds and the Bloody Elections. 


The painstaking investigations, lead- 
ing through a labyrinth of underworld 
and corrupt political activities, tell a 
story more exciting than a novel. The 
scenes in court and final convictions 
are related. 


These, and other recitals, are inter- 
esting and informative. But the value 


of Mr. Milligan’s book lies deeper: 


It shows what happens to local and 
national government, when good people 
become lax . . . what happens when 
community character sags. 


All over the United States, law en- 
forcement agencies are operating in 
league with gangster and underworld 
elements. This is an ominous fact. 


The evil is further advanced in Kan- 
sas City than most cities. Gangster 
groups have controlled its political 
organizations for years. They have 
their men elected to public office at will. 
It is a paradox in the present hour of 
national peril, that the man who oc- 
cupies the office of President should 
be a graduate of this school. 


The murder of two underworld po- 
litical figures a few weeks ago, again 
brings the Kansas City problem into 
focus. The crime gives Mr. Milligan’s 
book an up to the minute setting. His 
story will help bring about the awak- 
ening so much needed . . . to stir good 
people to action and alert voters to 
the necessity of separating politics 
from gangsterism.

R. WARFIELD, one of the great 

theologians of modern times, 
earned world-wide recognition as a 
scholar, teacher, author and editor. 


He received the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from the College of New Jer- 
sey in 1880 . . . Doctor of Laws both 
from the College of New Jersey and 
Davidson College in 1892 . . . Doctor 
of Letters from Lafayette College in 
1911] . . . and Sacrae Theologiae Doc- 
tor from the University of Utrecht in 
1913. He was editor of the Presby- 
terian and Reformed Review from 
1890 to 1903 and until the time of his 
death chief contributor to the Princeton 
Theological Review. 


“The Person and Work of Christ” 
is a compilation of Dr. Warfield’s 
best writings, reflecting immense 
scholarship and_ illuminated  under- 
standing. The articles, arranged as 
chapters, are the ripe result of spirit- 
ual experience and minute exegetical 
knowledge. Hebrew and Greek charac- 
ters often appear on the same lines with 
the English text, as clarifying and ex- 
planatory mediums. 


The tome is divided into three sec- 
tions: Part One, the Person of Christ. 
Part Two, the Work of Christ as Re- 


deemer, and third, an Appendix. 


Part One contains eight chapters, 
encompassing 265 pages. “The His- 
torical Christ,” “The Person of Christ 
According to the New Testament,” 
“The Christ that Paul Preached,” “The 
Emotional Life of Our Lord,” “Jesus’ 
Alleged Confession of Sin,” “The Hu- 
manitarian Christ,” “The “Two Natures’ 
and Recent Christological Speculation” 
and “Christless Christianity.” 


Part Two contains six chapters, en- 
compassing 241 pages. “Redeemer 
and Redemption,” “The Chief Theories

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of the Atonement,” “Modern Theories 
of the Atonement,” “Christ Our Sacri- 
fice,” “The New Testament Terminol- 
ogy of Redemption,” and “The Essence 
of Christianity and the Cross of Christ.” 


The Appendix contains three chap- 
ters. “The Risen Jesus” (II Timothy 
2:8), “The Saving Christ (I Timothy 
1:15), and “Imitating the Incarnation” 
(Philippians 2:5-8). 


This is a scholarly work, but not 
forbiddingly so. It is meant for the 
clergy and laity alike. Dr. Warfield 
stresses the fact that the only Jesus 
discoverable in the New Testament is 
a supernatural Being.

Hosea 11:1-4, 8-11: 14:4-9 

















EMORY TEXT: “Behold, what 

manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be 
called the sons of God.” I John 3:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “LOVED.” 


Historically, this lesson deals with 
two kingdoms, Israel and Judah. Schol- 
ars date Hosea’s public life as a 58- 
year period starting B.C. 748, and cov- 
ering the years of the kings mentioned 
in the book’s opening verse. 


Hosea, a subject of Israel, appealed 
in vain to his countrymen. Thereupon, 
he retired to Judah, where his prophecy 
was committed to writing in its present 
form. The personal life of the prophet 
was geared to the national existence of 
the Israelitish nation. He shared vicar- 
iously, the sins of the people. 


When the nation engaged in whore- 
doms of idolatry, he endured the equiv- 
alent on the personal side. He was like 
a mirror reflecting the conduct of those 
about him. This explains his two strange 
marriages, recorded in the first, second 
and third chapters. 


The book of Hosea shows the love 
and mercy of God for people whose 
lives have become twisted and made 
ugly by sin. He loves them in spite of 
themselves. 


“I loved.” “I taught.” “I healed.” “I 
drew.” These are phrases dictated by 
inspiration, to describe the attitude of 
the Heavenly Parent toward those who 
needed His watchful care. 


“I drew them with cords of a man, 
with bands of love: and I was to them 
as they that take off the yoke on their 
jaws, and I laid meat unto them.” Ho- 


sea 11:4.

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Not cords by which oxen are led ... 
but humane methods, such as men em- 
ploy when inducing others, as for in- 
stance, a father drawing his child into 
paths of righteousness. 


The term, “I laid meat unto them,” 
refers to the considerate husbandman 
who occasionally loosens the straps un- 
der the jaws by which the yoke is bound 
on the neck of the oxen, and lays food 
before them. 


“T loved him, and called my son out 
of Egypt,” is a Messianic prophecy, 
anticipating the flight of Joseph, Mary 
and the Christ child into Egypt. This 
passage is quoted in Matthew 2:15 and 
specifically applied to the problem 
which arose over Herod’s persecution. 


Since the Saviour is introduced in 
Hosea 11:1, the “cords of a man, with 
bands of love” mentioned in Hosea 11:4, 
means that God draws men to Himself 
through the person of His Son (“my 
son’). The reference connects with John 
3:16. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS HOSEA 
14:4. 


“T will heal their backsliding, I will 
love them freely.” 


Beautiful figures of speech are used 
to convey the blessings that accompany 
redemption from backsliding. 


It is “as the dew” which comes cop- 
iously in the East to refresh and enliven 
men and nature. And “as the lily,” 
which is one of the most productive 
of plants, a single root often producing 
50 bulbs. 


“Roots of Lebanon,” whose cedars 
cast down their roots as deeply as their 
height ascends upwards. Thus the truly 
redeemed backslider becomes immov- 
able. Spiritual growth consists most 
in the strength of the root that remains 
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out of sight. “Branches of the olive 
tree,” which never loses its verdure. 


One plant is not enough to express 
the graces of God in a redeemed life. 
The lily depicts its lovely growth. 
Deep-rooted cedars of Lebanon suggest 
duration and firmness. But since these 
are fruitless, the fruitful, fragrant, 
evergreen olive is added. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
“LOVE NEVER FAILETH.” 


Hosea is a prophet of denunciation, 
but the thunder and lightning of di- 
vine wrath subsides in the last chap- 
ter. God is love. The Heavenly Father 
deals with mankind according to no 
other method. A loving parent must 
often exercise stern discipline in deal- 
ing with his child. Punishment may 
even, at times, be necessary. But God’s 
judgments are always clothed with 
mercy. 

When a father or mother chastises 
a child for getting too near a hot stove, 
they have its welfare at heart.

i gregeyd TEXT: “And what doth 
the Lord require of thee, but to 
do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God?” Micah 
6:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “WALK.” 


“Walk humbly with thy God,” said 
the prophet. God is concerned with the 
walk—the daily walk, of His children. 
The Christian life is a straight walk. 
We are admonished in Romans 6:4 to 
“walk in newness of life.” 

There were inequities and unnec- 
essary suffering in Micah’s kingdom, 
because the people were not walking 
uprightly before their God. As occu- 
pant of the prophetic office during 
B.C. 738-690, under the reigns of three 
kings, it became his duty to cry out 
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against the sins which were debauching 


Judah. 


Political corruption was rife. The 
poor were abused by the rich and pow- 
erful. Three classes of human rights 
were being violated. Micah rebuked 
authorities for ignoring spiritual rights 
in 3:11; for withholding judicial rights 
in 3:9, and for destroying property 
rights in 2:2. 


Men of evil genius took advantage 
of their positions in society to exploit 
the helpless. The Mosaic law contained 
provisions for the protection of indi- 
vidual rights ... but these rulers re- 
jected the philosophy of government 
by law. They preferred government by 
men, and grossly evil men, at that. 


When corrupt leaders attain positions 
of power, the people suffer. The pro- 
phet inveighed, in stern and certain 
language, against the wicked men of 
his day who succeeded in clothing them- 
selves with the authority of govern- 
ment. 


Conditions in Micah’s time, parallel 
those today, at vital points. The right 
of private ownership and heritage, were 
assaulted. This is, of course, one of 
the principal ingredients of the Social- 
ist and Communist system, now bidding 
for world control. 


Deny the individual his property 
rights, and he becomes a serf. The pic- 
ture is like that of the deadly vampire 
bat which, after approaching its sleep- 
ing victim with incredible stealth and 
patience, punctures an artery painlessly 
and draws away the blood. If the 
sleeper ever awakens at all, he finds 
himself helplessly debilitated. Such is 
clearly the process in the United States, 
with the creeping paralysis of Statism 
stealing over the populace. 


American property rights are being 
challenged through confiscatory taxa- 
tion and governmental restrictions, im- 
posed b~ political planners who re- 
gard the citizen as the servant of the 





state. When men come under this kind 
of domination, they lose self respect, 
personal initiative and the conscious- 
ness of moral responsibility. 


The remedy is found in the polemics 
of Micah. He sought to probe the con- 
science of his nation and stir the masses 
out of their moral and spiritual iner- 
tia. Men of his type always encounter 
opposition. (Micah was thrown from 
a precipice and dashed to death on 
the rocks below.) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MI- 
CAH 3:6. 


“Therefore night shall be unto you, 
that ye shall not have a vision; and 
it shall be dark unto you, that ye 
shall not divine.” 


The source of the trouble, in Micah’s 
day, lay with the priests, rather than 
the politicians. Religion lost its vital- 
ity. The priesthood no longer had a 
message for the people. In consequence 
of this fact, the national conscience 
became galvanized. 


This Scripture, castigating apostate 
religious leaders, has a New Testament 
counterpart in If Thessalonians 2:11, 
“For this cause God shall send them 
strong delusion that they should believe 
a lie.” Micah and Paul unite in their 
indictment of “Modernists,” who cause 
the righteous to fall into pitfalls of 
error. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
TO LOVE GOD, WE MUST LOVE 
MEN. 


Our lesson shows that it is impos- 
sible to be right with God without 
being right with man. Fairness, con- 
sideration and courtesy are insepar- 
able elements of the divine ethic. Verti- 
cally, we love God. Horizontally, we 
love our fellow men. 


The world’s social problems are not 
rooted in economics nor politics nearly 
so much as in morality. In Christian 
communities, kindness, understanding, 
compassion and equity, work together 
to produce peace, happiness and pros- 
perity.

THE MILLENNIAL KINGDOM 


Micah 4:1-5; 5:2-4: 7:18-20 








w= LESSON NUMBER 3 =m, 








EMORY TEXT: “And we will 
walk in the name of the Lord 
our God for ever and ever.” Micah 4:5. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “EPHRATAH.” 


Prophet and poet, sage and seer, have 
looked forward to a reign of universal 
peace on this earth, after a succession 
of human governments run their course. 
Isaiah, a contemporary of Micah, saw 
prophetically the Millennial age in- 
augurated by the Son of God and said, 
“The government. shall be upon his 
shoulder.” 


Most prophets were unsparing in 
their portrayal of the fate of nations 
given over to rebellion against God. 
Nations of “the last days” (Micah 4:1 
and II Timothy 3:1) were sure to be 
broken. 


But final victory of good over evil 
was assured in the prophetic message. 
Sin would not be victorious in the end. 
The prophets considered it part of their 
mission to proclaim the ultimate tri- 
umph of truth and justice. 


Both of the first and second comings 
of Christ are anticipated in today’s 
lesson, (1) His birthplace is announced 
in Micah 5:2 as Ephratah, another 
name for Bethlehem. (2) His kingdom 
reign is announced in Micah 5:4 (“for 
now shall he be great unto the ends 
of the earth”). 


The Millennial Kingdom will he 
universal. When Jesus rules, “Many 
nations shall come, and say, Come 
let us go up to the mountain of the 
Lord.” In Scripture, a mountain is a 
symbol of power. 


The Millennial Kingdom will be 
peaceful. Metal formerly consumed in 
making swords for destructive purposes, 
will be put to constructive use. ‘‘Na- 
tion shall not lift up a sword against 
nation. neither shall they learn war 
any more.” 


The Millennial Kingdom will be 
prosperous. “Every man shall sit un- 
der his vine and under his fig tree.” 
Property rights will be secure. The 
vine and fig tree are mentioned, rath- 
er than a house, to signify no need 
of a covert. Men may live in the open 
with no fear of thieves to rob or 
criminals to molest.

“The Lord of hosts hath spoken it.” 
Therefore these things will come to 
pass, however unlikely now it may 
seem. ; 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MI. 
CAH 7:19. 


“He will have compassion upon us; 
he will subdue our iniquities.” 


Toward the end of his book, the 
prophet leaves the thought of a fu- 
ture kingdom, and speaks more partic- 
ularly about the problems which the 
child of God faces during his so- 
journ on earth. 


The word “subdue” means literally 
to tread under foot. Without subjuga- 
tion of our bad propensities, even par- 
don for sin, could not give us peace. 
When God takes away the guilt of sin 
that it may not condemn us, He takes 
away also the power of sin that it may 
not rule us. 


“Cast into the depths of the sea,” 
means that the sins of the penitent 
sinner are buried out of sight in eter- 
nal oblivion. “The devil would drown 
if he ever went down to bring them 
up against you again,” said a_back- 
woods preacher. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
HOPE OF PEACE LIES WITH 
JESUS CHRIST. 


Diplomats may not expect to bring 
about peace in the world, as long as 
there remains no peace in men’s hearts. 
The United Nations, of all organiza- 
tions on the world scene, is least likely 
to effect permanent peace, because of 
its studied indifference to Jesus Christ 
and the principles of Christianity. 


Believers read the U.N. Charter back 
in 1945 with a sinking heart, realizing 
that a gigantic. soulless machine had 
been created, in which God was not 
even recognized. Prayer was forbidden 
at the original San Francisco meeting 
out of deference to the Moscow dele- 
gation. 


When Christ returns, and men have 
peace within, then wars will cease. 
An earnest of these conditions already 
exists on the earth, in every truly 
Christian group of believers. People 
cannot be expected to beat swords into 
plowshares until their hearts are 
changed. 
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EMORY TEXT: “The just shall 
live by his faith.” Habakkuk 2:4. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “WHY.” 


Habakkuk’s contribution to inspired 
literature is a brief, dramatic dialogue 
between himself and Jehovah. The mes- 
sage contained in his book was prob- 
ably never preached, but put directly 
into writing, under divine guidance, 
as we have it today. Literary critics 
regard it as one of the classics. Noth- 
ing is known of the prophet’s back- 
ground. 


The book is the fruit of Habakkuk’s 
religious reflection, and exhibits the 
questionings of his soul ... the wrest- 
lings of a truly devout spirit on a quest 
for truth. He possessed both an exalted 
conception of God and an understand- 
ing of the treacherous nature of man. 


(Habakkuk 1:10) 


Habakkuk lived in a day when sin 
stalked the land. Strife, iniquity, con- 
tention and violence held sway. Through 
generations of spiritual decline with 
only an occasional period of improve- 
ment, as in the reigns of Hezekiah and 
Josiah, Judah had deteriorated morally 
and spiritually. Now, about 610 B.C., 
it appeared to Habakkuk that the cup 
of iniquity was ready to overflow, but 
God seemed oblivious. The * prophet 
was distracted by the injustices of the 
land and mystified at the silence of the 
Infinite. This caused him to make in- 
quiry. 

Jehovah is quoted but twice, in an- 
swer to the prophet’s questions. The 
book opens and closes with expressions 
of Habakkuk’s own feelings ... senti- 
ments which we have often ourselves 
expressed. How long will the Lord 
allow sin and injustice to go without 
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punishment? Why are good people 
allowed to suffer and why does 
God permit lawlessness to continue? 





Because of the questions he raises, 
Habakkuk has been called the philo- 
sophical prophet. The contrast between 
the ruffled human viewpoint toward 
life’s moral problems, when compared 
with the composure of God, is im- 
pressive. 

Verses four to twelve of the frst 
chapter, contain a portion of the Lord’s 
reply to the questioning prophet — 
the wanton wickedness of Judah was 
under divine scrutiny. An awful chas- 
tisement at the hands of the Chaldeans 
would soon fall upon the people. Sin 
breeds judgment. “He will not always 
chide: neither will he keep his anger 
forever.” Psalm 103:9. 


A part of Jehovah’s answer is couch- 
ed in the following phrase which would 
be irretrievably abstruse except for 
the interpretation found in the New 
Testament: “I will work a work in 
your days, which ye will not believe, 
though it be told you.” 


According to Acts 13:37-41, this 
statement refers to the redemptive work 
of Christ, which Jews will not believe, 
despite the fact that it has been told 
them. It is significant that Paul used 
this passage in denouncing those who 
attended synagogue worship at Antioch. 


Throughout Habakkuk’s _ persistent 
search for truth, God honored his ques- 
tions, as He does every honest seeker. 
The prophet found the truth, because 
he went to God first! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS HA- 
BAKKUK 2:4. 
“The just shall live by his faith.” 


This verse, the gem of our lesson, 
is quoted three times in the New Testa- 
ment — by Paul in Romans 1:17, 
Galatians 3:11 and in Hebrews 10:38. 

Luther made it the text of the Re- 
formation. 

Habakkuk had just stated his deter- 
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mination to “stand upon my watch,” 
until such time as Jehovah should re- 
veal Himself in a special way. The 
answer came in the form of a vision. 
The events discerned were yet future 

but the prophet showed willing- 
ness to accept them as certain. Faith 
brings future knowledge and blessing 
into focus as present realities. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
FAITH ASSURES VICTORY. 


Outward circumstances appeared no 
brighter at the close of Habakkuk’s 
audience with Jehovah, yet his prayer 
of praise recorded in chapter three 
is one of the most sublime passages 
of the Bible. He became satisfied that 
the God who rules from eternity has 
an intelligent plan for every life yield- 
ed to His will. 








Committed to God, the believer un- 
derstands that material circumstances 
are trivial. He has the sweet, quiet 
assurance that the Lord will be his 
strength to carry him through adver- 
sity, and cause “all things to work to- 
gether for good.” Faith lends altitude 
so that we can look down upon our 
troubles and know they are small. 


Let crops fail and flocks be de- 
stroyed. “Yet I will rejoice in the 
Lord.” Many have learned the value 
of this word “yet” in facing the vi- 
cissitudes of life. Whatever of loss may 
come in the way of material substance, 
pessimism and anxiety do not belong 
in the heart of a trusting saint. Though 
all else is gone, we know God lives, 
and heaven waits.

| Zephaniah 1:12-18; 3:16-20 
EMORY TEXT: “The Lord thy 
God in the midst of thee is migh- 

ty; he will save, he will rejoice over 

thee with joy.” Zephaniah 3:17.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE 
LESSON IS “DAY.” 


Because of his forceful, direct and 
vigorous style, Biblical scholars have 
referred to Zephaniah as the “orator 
prophet.” The vivid use of word pic- 
tures, and his clear, metrical lines are 
reminiscent of the writings of cer- 
tain preacher-orators of Church _his- 
tory. 


Zephaniah was of royal blood and 
a relative of King Josiah, during whose 
reign he ministered. He was the great- 
great grandson of Hezekiah, and is 
believed to have prophesied about 625 
B.C. He was a mature prophet when 
Jeremiah was a young beginner. Dur- 
ing Josiah’s reign, a refreshing spirit 
of revival was felt throughout the land, 
due largely to the preaching of Zeph- 
aniah. At the time of today’s lesson, 
however, that revival was not yet in 
evidence. 


A degree of repentance resulted 





from Zephaniah’s warning, uttered with

the voice of thunder, that national sins 
were sure to produce “wrath,” “trou- 
ble,” “distress,” ‘“wasteness,” “desola- 
tion.” “darkness,” “gloominess,” 
“clouds.” and “thick darkness.” He 
was, indeed, a prophet of doom. Like 
John the Baptist, Zephaniah came 
preaching repentance. 


The two passages which make up 
today’s lesson present the classical 
prophetic annunciation, common to Old 
Testament prophets first, a pro- 
nouncement of judgment; secondly, a 
call to salvation. 


Zephaniah emphasized that all things 
would not continue as they were in 
Jerusalem. The Lord had designated a 
day, somewhere ahead in the cease- 
less movement of time, to deal with 
the apostasy of Judah. That day “is 
near, it is near, and hasteth greatly,” 
warned the prophet, who seemed to al- 
most exhaust his vocabulary in_por- 
traying the impending catastrophe. 


Those who trusted in goods for their 
security, would in “that day” come to 
realize their fatal delusion. Those who 
depended upon Judah’s military might 
were to discover nothing remained worth 
fighing for, causing even the national 
heroes to lose heart. 


Such judgments, described by proph- 
ets, are symbolic of the day which 
God has appointed to judge all na- 
tions at the time of Christ’s return. 
Sin is an expensive indulgence, the 
wages of which is death. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ZEPH- 
ANIAH 3:17. 


“The Lord thy God in the midst of 
thee is mighty; he will save, he will 
rejoice over thee with joy.” 


The Bible paints an appalling pic- 
ture of human depravity. Some have 
so emphasized this dark side as to 
present man little more than a charred 
blackened wreck, of little value. 


Yet, in Scripture we also see man 
as a creature of such worth that God 
redeemed him at the staggering cost of 
His own Son. When angels fell, their 
apostasy was final and complete, but 
God redeemed man. 


Our key text indicates that through 
the plan of salvation, humans may be 
lifted to levels where the heart of God 
is made to “rejoice” over them. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
GOD’S CHILDREN FACE A 
BRIGHT TOMORROW. 


Far beyond the dark valley into 
which Zephaniah’s nation was soon to 
descend, he saw the bright horizon of 
spiritual Israel, thru which God would 
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make “a name and a praise among all 
people of the earth.” The coming of 
the Saviour ushered in that day ... and 
Christians, in obedience to the Great 
Commission, are bringing praise to 
God, by carrying the Gospel to the ends 
of the earth. In a world where the shad- 
ows are drawing even more closely, 
Christians have a bright horizon, a hope 
and security that cannot fail. 


The teaching for today may be sum- 
marized as follows: (1) The tragic 





judgment, awaiting Judah, destined to 
bring about the Babylonian captivity 
under Nebuchadnezzar, typified a fu- 
ture judgment of the nations preceding 
Christ’s return. (2) A remnant was 
saved from the Jesusalem massacre, 
typifying deliverance of the living 
saints during the end-time wrath of this 
age. (3) Christ’s followers, the “Called 
out ones,” comprising the true Israel, 
are bringing blessing to the nations by 
speaking the “pure language” (Zeph- 
aniah 3:9) of the Gospel. 
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ERALDINE WINROD KORELL 
has written a missionary mono- 
graph on the life of William Carey, 
the man who called himself, “A Plodder 


for God.” 


Discovering the life of this noted 
missionary statesman to be staked out 
in fourteen divisions, each character- 
ized by a crisis . . . she divided her 
treatise into fourteen terse parts.
